THE PUENTE HARVESTING SEASON 


TEMPLE MICH SOUTHWEST OF PUENTE 


A carload of machinery was this 
week unloaded at the depot at Puente, 
billed to the Puente Rancho Packing 
Company, a new concern that will be 
ready about October 10 to butcher 
Tiogs, cattle and other live-stock at 
the abbattoir established on the old 
Temple ranch, southwest of the town. 


Large buildings have been fitted up 
at a good deal of expense, one being 
devoted wholly to the butchering and 
packing of animals, and another, at 
the present time, being used for can­ 
ning tomatoes. A large force of men 
and women are at work in the tomato 
canning 
plant. 
The proprietor and 
manager is J. S. Woollacott, ah ex­ 
perienced man in this business who 
spent a large portion of his life at the 
Union stock yards in Chicago. 


The big abbattoir will be fitted with 
machinery and equipment that 
will 
make It possible to butcher and take 
care of 200 hogs a day. Mr. Woolla­ 
cott said that he would be ready to 
begin killing about the second week 
in October. All the by-products of a 
butchering business will be taken care 
of. The plant has a sausage mill that 
will produce a ton' an hour, and a cut­ 
ter and mincer that works at the rate 
of 100 pounds every five minutes. The 
big, modern curing room Is as well 
equipped 
as 
some of the greatest 
packing companies possess, and has 
equally good facilities in every way. 
This curing room will take care of 
250 hogs at one time. The proprietor 
said this week that the plant would 
not "handle beef, mutton or veal to 
any extent. 
* 


The smoke-house is fitted up on 
modern lines, "but the proprietor said 
that the methods of smoking would 


go back to the times of our grand­ 
fathers, and corn-cobs and oak leaves 
would be used, as this method had 
been proven to be tho best to get 
good hams and bacon. 


The management has spent a large 
amount of money to provide machin­ 
ery for the lard-making. 
The plant 
will 
turn out 
hams, bacon, 
cooked 
hams, sausage, canned 
meats, 
pork 
and 
beans, soups, tomatoes, 
olives, 
vegetable soups, fruit and staples. A 
large amount of poultry will be killed 
and packed. This will go into canned 
fricasee and paprique. The company 
will have agents a t work all over the 
valley, buying chickens at all times of 
the year. A feature of the work will 
be that of preparing chicken In such 
a manner that it is already to place 
in the over for roasting, with dressing 
and all the fixings ready for the table. 


One of the buildings is a big brick 
one, 
which was formerly used as. a 
winery, but it lias been 
completely 
renovated, a great deal of money be­ 
ing spent to make it a modern packing 
plant. The plant is just in the rear 
of one of the oldest land-marks in the 
valley, the John Temple 
homestead 
The Temples came to the valley about 
the time when the Rowland and Work­ 
man families were established. 


The old ranch is now partly planted 
to walnut trees. It is at this ranch 
that the old cemetery 
is 
situated, 
where the 
families of the Rowlands 
and Temples are burled, and where 
formerly 
there 
was a small Catholic 
chapel, which has now been removed. 
The grave of John Rowland is in this 
cemetery, the old progenitor of the 
family, who died in 1873 at the age of 
82 years.

This Is The Time 
To Bud Walnuts 


J. M. Mills, writing in the Califor­ 
nia Cultivator, 
Bays that this is the 
month for fall budding of the walnut! 
on sprouts from old trees or nursery 
•stock. 
The latest and most success­ 
ful method Is' described in Bulletin 
•231 of the state horticultural experi­ 
ment station. 
In substance It says 
that the most successful method is the 
partial ring bud cut with t length (up 
and dtfwn as the bud grows on the 
scion) of about three-quarters of an 
inch and about half or three-quarters 
•of an inch wide. 
A double 
bladed 
knife is recommended for cutting the 
bud from the scion and making the 
cut to remove the corresponding bark 
from the stock. 


The bark on the stock should not be 
removed 
for 
more 
than 
halfway 
around. 
The blades of the knife are 
about three-quarters of an Inch apart 
and when the cuts on both scion and 
stock are made with it, a perfect fit 
is assure 
-!. 
After the cut is made 
on the stock, two perpendicular cuts 
are made as near as possible the same 
distance apart as the width qf the 
bark containing the bud to be inserted 
If the bark containing the bud com 
pletely encircles the stock, it will con 
strict the growth of that point. 


It is essential that the bud be in 
serted with the utmost speed 
after 
the cuts are made as the exposed 


wound Very soon turns dark, 
after 
which the bud is sure to fall. 
It is 
suggested that the best way is to have 
two persons do the work at the same 
time, one to cut and remove the bud 
from the scion while the other does 
the same,with the bark of the stock. 
The buds should be wrapped at once 
and tightly with waxed cloth so as to 
press the bud down upon the cambium 
layer that has been uncovered. 
If air 
is allowed to remain beneath the bud, 
It prevents a union. 
These waxed 
bands should be allowed to remain on 
for six or seven weeks. 


Arthur Yarnell, a prominent mem­ 
ber of the La Puente Valley Walnut 
Growers' Association, and the owner 
of 100 acres of walnuts, said a few 
days> ago that he could see no material 
damage 
done 
to the walnut 
crop 
through the intense heat of last week. 
Mr. Yarnell 
thought 
that the heat 
would have a tendency to shrivel the I 
outside shell, and. make it hard to get! 
rid of these shells, but that this would 
apply to but a small quantity of the 
nuts. 


A dispatch from Whittier says that 
the first estimate of tho damage to 
the walnut crop from last week's tor- 
rldlty was overestimated. 
Since the 
growers have had time to go over the 
groves and make a careful 
observa­ 
tion it Is felt that the real damage to 
the crop Is relatively small. 
S. W. 
Barton, a Whittier grower, and for 
years secretary of the local 
walnut 
growers' association, is of the opinion 
that the damage is small. He says: 
"After a careful 
examination 
o f a 
number of groves and of the sun­ 
burnt nuts we find that little or no 
damage has been done to the meat of 
the nuts. At least 50 per cent of the 
nuts that have been burned will not 
show shrinkage. The fact that the hot 
spell caught the nuts after the meats 
were fully developed saved the grow­ 
ers a large loss. The greatest damage 
will be in the extra work required to 
hull the nuts. You will find that the 
walnut crop is not damaged to any 
extent when the harvest time comes." 


Many of the canning plants are still 
busy with the peach crop. 
The On­ 
tario and Upland district, report a 
large peach crop, it being estimated 
that the crop from this section will 
run about 
4,000 
tons. 
The Golden 
State and Southern 
California 
Can­ 
neries were not able to* handle the 
output and found it necessary to ship 
to other canneries in this part of the 
state. 
While the apricot 
crop has 
been short, generally 
speaking, yet 
the plants at Hemet have had about 
all the fruit they could handle. Tho 
peach output of the Banning 
plant 
will reach something like 1,000 tons. 
The California Canneries Co. at VI- 
salla is employing a large forco of 
workmen just now, although the out­ 
put from the plant will not be as 
large as that of 
last 
year. 
Large 
quantities of Phillip 
clings, 
Tuscan 
creams and Muirs have been packed, 
as well as a largo amount of prunes 
earlier in the season. 


The plant ns Sebastopol has closed 
for tho season, owing to the light to­ 
mato crop, and the tomatoes 
under 
contract have been sold to tho can­ 
nery at Santa Rosa. 


The new Tulare 
tanners has al­ 
ready shipped 60,000 cases of mixed 
fruits to eastern jobbing houses. Tho 
value of same is something like $100,- 
000.

remains 
about the same—no unusual activity 
taking place, although a satisfactory 
amount of business is being booked.

Plenty of Water For Covina. 


Less than b")0 inches of water is coming down the San Gabriel 
river this month. 
The river is lower than it has been for years. 


Yet, there is no shortage of water for irrigating in the Covina 
valley, because the Covina ranchers have been preparing for just 
such a contingency. 
The Covina 
Irrigating Company has a great 
pumping 
plant at Baldwin 
Park, 
with two wells, supplying 600 
inches. 
They can operate this steam plant night, and day, if neces­ 
sary. 


Over the valley there are many private pumping plants, relieving 
the pressure for water on the irrigating company's gravity supply. 
S'o that, we have gone through an unusually dry summer 
without 
k n o w i n g it. Y o u haven't heard 
anything 
about water 
shortage. 
Yet, the river is lower than it ever has been, some say. 


if you ever rode along the Han Gabriel river and up its various 
forks, you would wonder how any of the water ever reaches the valley 
on the surface. 
The character of the canyon soil is .coarse, made of 
the shale and gravel that has washed in through untold centuries. 
The riverbed is worse than a sieve. 
In some places the water sinks 
hundreds of feet before it finds bedrock. 
The great stream dwindles 
rapidly the longer it flows. 


But this water,, whether it sinks below the surface, or reaches the 
valley on the surface, is practically all available; for irrigation. 
That 
which sinks, is pumped u p in the Covina valley, 
ft. is found below 
the surface anywhere from thirty-five feet to two and three hundred 
feet. 
Modern pumping machinery lias made it possible, practicable 
and feasible to raise it to the surface again. 
And that is what is 
being done. 


None of the groves has suffered for luck of water. 
And even 
greater preparations are in progress to lift 
more water and make 
sure of a. plentiful supply in the future. 


Irrigating Methods May Change. 


David Overholtzcr, the Covina rancher who lias had an overhead 
irrigating system in operation for about a year, made a talk before 
Ihe Covina. Valley 
Farmers' club last Saturday, 
during 
which h e 
said that the leaves of t h e orange tree will stand more hard treatment 
than is generally supposed. 
, 


Overholtzcr has operated bis spray system on some of the hottest, 
days of the year, in the early afternoon, he says, and the result has 
been that he has practically eliminated the black scale, without in­ 
juring the trees. 
He is inclined to think that it is a combination of 
hot sun and water that is responsible for eradicating the seuje. 
The water falling in the form of spray, falls on the leaves in such 
minute, or thin, quantities, that the intense rays of the sun in I h e 
middle of the day serves to cook the scale, producing a temperature 
that the Scale cannot withstand. 


He noticed 
that the buckwheat, 
planted as a cover crop, was 
scalded in places when lie ran the water in the heat of the day. Spots 
between the trees where the afternoon sun fell directly on the buck­ 
wheat, were found to be covered with rusty places, where the hot 
water had seared the foliage. 
These spots were identical in size to 
the area fully exposed to the rays of the sun. I lis orange leaves, 
however, were invariably a beautiful, (dean green, after the artificial 
shower. 


This overhead system is certainly an interesting experiment. How 
easily it will pay for its installation if it continues to keep down the 
black scale! 
Overholtzer's experiment may lead 1o radical 
revolu­ 
tions here, such as the placing of the gravity water supply on a pres­ 
sure system, in order that overhead systems may be installed without 
pumping plants. 
It may mean that the irrigating company will some 
day be changed to a pressure meter systl-m, and that a stockholder 
will be able to get irrigating water at any time by turning a lever or 
u lap. Tin-re is nothing impossible about such an idea, although the 
system could not be worked out in a single day. 


Mul the overhead 
system has set the ranchers to thinking in 
Covina. 
Conservative members of the irrigating company have ad­ 
mitted that the gravity system is not all that it should be, and that 


Saturday. 


In speaking of the location of the 
new citrus experiment station which 
will he erected in the near future, he 
said that nothing definite had been 
done except the investigating of the 
different localities. 
The matter will 
have to pass through the hands of 
three 
different 
committees, 
thus 
eliminating any possibility for politics 
entering In. 


The first committee is the commit­ 
tee of the growers which Is compos­ 
ed of C. C. Teague of Santa 
Paula, 
E. A. Chase of Riverside, Mr. Allen of 
Donlta, C. C. Chapman of Fullerton, 
and Mr. Llndly of Azusa. 


The second committee is a commit­ 
tee of the faculty consisting of Dean 
Hunt, Prof. Colt, and Dr. Webber. 


The board of regents of the state 
university comprises the third commit­ 
tee. 
Their word will be the 'final one 
In deciding the question of the loca­ 
tion but they will act upon the rec­ 
ommendations which the other com­ 
mittees send in. 


Dr. Webber stated that the difficul­ 
ty was to get the 200 acres of land 
necessary, untilled, 
with 
an 
abun­ 
dance of water and not too far away 
from a city. It is preferred that there 
be some diversity in the quality of 
the soils in order to have as many dif­ 
ferent conditions as possible. 


Dr. Webber, whose address was the 
principal talk of the meeting, was pre­ 
ceded by two excellent addresses, one 
by Prof. Lillard, principal of the Gar- 
dena schools, and the other by Prof. 
Hall of the agricultural department of 
that school. 
Willis S. Jones gave an 
Interesting report on the water supply 
of Pomona valley. 


Tills latter is one of not little mo­ 
ment to all people in this territory, 
and as Mr. .Jones had made a special 
study of the question Ills talk was one 
of great 
interest. 


Dr. Webber's address was 
part 
as follows: 
' i 
; 


"Growers 
will 
he 
Interested in 
knowing that active steps are now be­ 
ing taken tp find a suitable location 
for tlu> new citrus experiment station, 
for which the last legislature 
made 
provision. 
Many sites have been of­ 
fered in various parts of the counties 
of Riverside, San Bernardino, Los An­ 
geles, and Orange, and these are be­ 
ing examined and studied ' a s rapidly 
as possible. 


"Meanwhile, 
investigators are be­ 
ing secured to man the new station. 
Aside from the half dozen 
investiga­ 
tors previously employed, 
there have 
been already added three new men. 
Dr, T. .1. Rarrett, formerly pathologist 
of the Illinois experiment station, has 
been appointed professor of plant path­ 
ology in the citrus experiment station. 
Professor H. S. Fawcett, pathologist 
of the stnto horticultural commission 
and formerly pathologist of the Florida 
experiment station, has been also ap­ 
pointed a professor of pathology. Dr. 
II. B. Frost of the department of plant 
breeding in Cornell 
university be­ 
comes an instructor and investigator 
of breeding problems in the new sta­ 
tion. 
Other appointments will be soon 
made. 


"The complexity of the 
problems 
confronting the growers of Southern 
California makes it necessary to se­ 
cure 
investigators of the highest typo, 
if theso problems are to be solved, 
the time for slipshod 
investigations 
Is past; we must demand studies of 
the most fundamental nature and In­ 
sist on men trained to pursue such in­ 
vestigations. 
"The ideals of ttie growers must ne 
there are many things about it that are antiquated. 
Practical inves­ 
tigators have for a long time condemned Ihe once-a-inonf h irrigating i cesarlly determine the ideals of the 
system, saying that it is too arbitrary, and that some groves need i station.

Gum diseases of citrus trees, "par- 


examine their trees and treat all show­ 
ing the diseases. 


The treatment for gum disease con­ 
sists in cutting out all diseased parts 
of the bark, cutting back into healthy 
bark and wood and painting the cut 
surface and the remaining lower part 
of the trunk with bordeaux-paste. To 
make the bordeaux-paste Dr. Webber 
gave the following formula; 
"First, 
dissolve one pound of copper sulphate 
of blue stone In one gallon of water; 
second, slake two pounds 
of 
quick 
lime in about one-half gallon of water; 
third, mix the two together thorough­ 
ly and there Is formed a paste like 
solution." 


This is applied to the trunk and cut 
surfaces with a brush. Professor Faw- 
cett's recent discovery that the brown 
rot and gum disease of lemons is pro­ 
duced by the same fungus, is consid­ 
ered an important advance* in 
the 
study of this class of diseajses. 


The speaker called attention to the 
bad results following too low budding 
of citrus trees and also the vary gen­ 
eral practice of too low planting. This 
results in stimulating the spread of 
gum disease and generally weakening 
the trees. 


Commenting on the studies made by 
the station on problems relating to 
the last winter freeze, Dr. Webber em­ 
phasized the following points: 


"Late pruning In many cases was 
followed by severe injury. So general 
was this that we are doubtless Justi­ 
fied in advising against late pruning. 


"Windbreaks 
properly 
placed in 
many instances gave very noticeable 
protection and In severe freezes like 
that of last winter, are In general ad­ 
vantageous. In artifically heated grov­ 
es such windbreaks serve to hold the 
heat In and give additional 
protec­ 
tion. 


"Irrigation during the freeze in very 
many Instances gave a very noticeable 
degree of protection. Indications are 
however that trees irrigated a short 
time before the freeze, so that the 
trees were turgid with water at time 
freeze came, resulted 
in 
producing 
greater Injury. 
Trees that were in­ 
jured by lack of water also showed in­ 
creased injury, apparently due to lack 
Of vitality, 
resulting 
from 
drougth 
conditions. 


"On the question of whether it pays 
to artifically heat groves the speaker 
stated that the most conclusive evi­ 
dence available was found In the fact 
that every man that used heaters last 
year is preparing to heat more effi­ 
ciently in the future. 


The speaker also 
emphasized the 
very great Importance ro California of 
breeding fruits of better quality and 
better 
adapted to California 
condi­ 
tions. 
Practically all of the varieties 
commonly 
cultivated are of foreign 
or Florida origin. 
We need 
better 
grape-fruits and tangerines. We need 
early and late oranges adapted to all 
sections. We need more careful at­ 
tention on the part of nurserymen In 
particular to the selection of budding 
stock In order that all trees produced 
may be known 
to have 
come from 
heavy yielding trees." 


Concluding, the speaker urged grow­ 
ers to Btrlve to solve their own pro­ 
blems. 
"The experiment station will 
do all it can, but the growers should 
not fail to recognize their own respon­ 
sibility. 
They should study the ex­ 
periment themselves, as only in this 
way will they become prepared to in­ 
telligently utilize the advances made 
by scientific experiments."
